“Radium and mMmesothorium,” he saya, 
“are simply new auxiliary means of treat- 
ing cancer; they are certainly not a cure.

Pass Christian, Miss., Jan. President 
Wilson and John Lind, his personal repre- 
sentative in Mexico, tonight sat In the cabin 
of the scout cruiser Chester deeply absorbed 
in a discussion of the Mexican situation. 

It was their fret meeting since last July, 
when the president conferred with Mr. Lind 
at the White House preparatory to the lat- 
ter a departure for Mexico City with instruc- 
tions that created a diplomatic episode in 
American history. 

For two days a mysterious reticence has 
béen apparent at the presidential cottage 
concerning the present conference. When 
dispatches from Vera Cruz announced that 
Mr. Lind would come to Pass Cristian there 
was u noticeable manifestation of displeas- 
ure among the members of the president's 
party that his destination should have been 
made public. President Wilson had hoped 
to slip quietly away aboard the revenue cut- 
ter Winona “ for a yachting trip and meet 
Mr. Lind at sea. 


Wireless Reveals Movements. 
The same effort at eecrecy with respect to 


mounted a companionway to the revenue 
cutter Winona, and was transshipped again 
in midgult to the Chester. 


Wilson Goes Aboard Chester. 
Information as to what the president in- 
tended to do was denied the correspondents 
here. A big squad of them, however, was on 


President Wilson, accompanied by Dr. Cary 
T. Grayson and two secret service men, ap- 
peared. The revenue cutter Winona came as 
close to the shore as possible and sent a 
launch for the president. 

The nation’s chief executive got into the 
bobbing craft and in fifteen minutes the pres- 
ident’s flag was hoisted on the main mast of 
the cutter, wL.ch turned its prow seaward, 
followed by a tug chartered by the newspaper 
correspondents. 

Lind and Wilson Meet. 

It was nearly three hours beiore the Ches- 
ter was reached. A bright moon was shining 
when the dead lights of the Chester were 
sighted. Aa the revenue cutter drew near 
marines and ship's officers stood at atten- 
tion, but no presidential salute was fired, as 
it was after sundown. When the president 
came over the side the presidential fag was 
unfurled from the Chester’s mainmast. 

Mr. Lind was the first to grasp the presi- 
dent’s hand. The two immediately retired 
to the cabin. 

They had been in conference about an hour 
when the red and blue lights in the fore 
rigging of the Chester began to flash code 
naval messages to the revenue cutter. The 
conference continued another hour and then 
the president was transferred to the +. inona, 
which carried him back to Gulfport, where 
automobiles were ready to take him to Pass 
Christian. 

The president reached hie cottage at 1 
o'clock and agreed to meet the newspaper 
correspondents early tomorrow. 

The Chester will start for Vera Crus to- 
morrow afternoon, as soon as Norman Lind 
and John Lind Jr. can go aboard for a short 
visit-with their father.

All of the city officials were placed under 
arrest and were held “ incommunicado,” 
not being permitted to communicate with 
attorneys. 


Demands Made by Governor.

“ First—For the resignation of the mayor 
and such members of the council as are pro- 
prietors and employed in and about any es- 
tablishment dispensing intoxicating liquors.

Believed Others Will Quit Inter- 
locking Directorates. 


ONLY A BLUFF IS CHARGE, 


Asserted Move Is Plan te Help Rail- 
roads Get Raise in Rates. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., Jan, 2—[Special]—It ie 
believed here that the step taken today by 
J. P. Morgan & Co. of New York is the fore- 
runner of similar action by many other banks 
and aggregations of capital now represented 
on the boards of various big corporetions. 


this voluntary move on the part of big busi- 
ness will facilitate the passage of legislation 
prohibiting interlocking directorates, which 
is scheduled to be one of the anti-trust meas- 
ures considered at the present session. 

With the firm regarded ae the head of the 
money trust voluntarily acquieseing in one 
of the most insistent demands pending before 
congress, opposition to the proposed reform, 
these leaders say, will disappear and early 
action by congress is anticipated. 


Morgan Action Called Meaningless. 

It is contended by others, however, that the 
action of the Morgan firm today is meaning 
less and will be so unless the legislation en- 
acted by congress shall go more deeply into 
the problem of money trust control than do 
the pending bills. | 

It is pointed out that Morgan & Co., relin- 
quigh only a part of their interlocking di- 
rectorships, retaining those in the steel trust, 
the National City bank, the International 
Mercantile Marine company, the Northern 
Pacific railway, and the National Bank of 
Commerce. 

Furthermore, it is comtended that in the 

cases in which Morgan directors have retired 
from the boards of corporations financial con- 
tol has not been relinquished by the Morgan 
firm. Ite voting stock contro! still will be 
exercised. 
„It therefore is asserted that if legislation 
breaking up interlocking directorates is to 
be effective it must go to the root of the 
matter and provide for a breaking up of stock 
voting control, The principal bills now pend- 
ing in congress merely prohibit interlocking 
representation on boards of directors. 


Should Make Morgan Yield Votes. 

Some members of congress say Morgan 
should be taken at his word and legisiation 
passed that will make his relinquishment 
of the directorships effective by compelling 
him to yield also his stock voting control.

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MADE OF SCRAPS 


State Official Cites Jam Prod- 
uet of Apple Cores; Mince- 
meat of Sweepings. 


One Dishonest Manufacturer Said 
to Keep Animal to Frighten 
Investigators. 


Catsup made out of corn meal, raspberry 

jam made out of apple cores and peelings, 
and mincemeat made out of pie factory 
sweepings were some of the insanitary food 
revelations made yesterday by John B. New- 
man of the state food commission. He lec- 
tured before the School of Domestic Arts and 
Science at 177 North State street. 
Mr. Newman's remarks were in the nature 
of an appeal to the retail food purchasers to 
read the labels on the prepared foods they 
buy. for the protection of the honest manu- 
facturess in the food business who are being 
driven to the wall because they cannot com- 
pete with the adulterated and substitute 
products put out by the dishonest. 

The lecture was the firat of a series being 
planned by Mra. Lynden Evans, president of 
the school, and Mrs. W. J. Carter. Members 
of the school faculty are directing a cam- 
paign against the devitalization of food prod- 
ucts by intensive commercialization. 


Dog Keeps Out Inspectors, 

Mr. Newman spoke of one mincemeat man- 
ufacturer who kept a bulldog in his plant to 
keep out food inspectors One intrepid m- 
spector who did pass the animal reported the 
mincemeat was being made from a compound 
of apple peels and cores, the by-product of 
ple factories, and some currants which were 
being separated from vermin and dropped 
into boiling water. The speaker said the 
only meat in the composition was furnished 
by the mistakes of the workers who were sep- 
arating the currants. The complete product, 


however, was spiced up to fool the nose.”

N June, 1918, the electrification ordi- 

nance was again called up in the com- 
mittee on railroad terminals and after con- 
siderable debate passed by an almost 
unanimous vote of its members, only a 
single alderman voting against it. As 
the result of a request on the part of a 
delegation of railroad employés that they 
be given further hearing in the matter the 
passage of the ordinance was finally re- 
considered. 

Since that time the committee on rail- 
road terminals has been so busy with the 
terminal ordinances of the Pennsylvania 
and its allied roads that the reilroad em- 
ployés have not yet been heard.

“Ts a product nutritious?’ Mr. Newman 
ald. This ought to be the final requisite. 
Just as the nutrient value of food depends 
not simply on ite chemical composition but 
its proportion of digestible nutrients, so does 
its real cheapness depend not on the price 
per quart or pound but on the amount of 
digestible nutrients which a given sum will 
purchase.

In spite of foolish American talk about 
English jealousy and so forth—talk so idiotic 
that one cannot really be expected to deny 
it—the bulk of public opinion here will be 
heartily with the United States in their work 
of restoring order in Mexico. Ifthey dotheir 
job well on the apot—and if it is intrusted to 
Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood it certainly will be 
done well and wisely and in a truly liberal 
epirit—the English people will be not merely 
friendly in a diplomatic sense but sincerely 
sympathetic. They will be proud of Amer- 
ica’s successful shouldering of this huge piece 
of white man's burden.’

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THE END OF AN EPOCH, 

The decision of Mr. Morgan and his asso- 
ciates to withdraw from many of the direc- 
torates in which they have held places is 
a welcome indication that even among the 
most masterful and powerful of our men of 
affairs the force of persistent public opinion 
is being realized and accepted. It ia well 
that a breakup of the practice of interlock- 
ing directorates should come, if tardily, at 
any rate, voluntarily or without the imme 
diate compulsion of legislation. It is well 
that the example is set by the house of 
Morgan. 

Following upen the action of the tele- 
graph and telephone combine in voluntary 
separation, the conspicuous action of Mor- 
gan & Company should help to clear the 
way to a thorough clarification of the finan- 
cial and big business atmosphere and avoid 
the costly resort to militant prosecution and 
legislation. Both actions represent a tre- 
mendous change in the attitude, the spirit, 
we almost may say the morale, of the great 
powers of finance, a change begun less than 
a decade ago, perhaps, but steadily aeccel- 
erated as the determination of the American 
people became clear. 

And who above all other leaders of the 
nation Is to be credited with this really revo- 
lutionary change? If his political opponents 
am detractors will not concede it, the na- 
tion as a whole knows it, and history will 
record it. Without the indomitable will and 
passionate evangel of Theodore Roosevelt, 
Mr. Wilson would not be winning easy vic 
tories today, nor Would the overmen of the 
business world be bowing to the settled will 
It was Roosevelt who led 


who, amidst hatred and scorn, reproach and 
detraction, battered down the walls of pop- 
ular indifference, organized patriotic revolt, 
and even in defeat made victory certain.

Dec. 31.—[Editor of The 
Trwune. In a recent issue of Tun Tris- 
vnn M. B. J. inquires of Dr. Evans” Why 
should the poor man have to pay the national 
government 10 cents a pound tax on his fatty 
food in the shape of butterine, while the 
rich man pays the national government no 
tax on the butter he consumes?” Dr. Evans 
makes the correct, though vague, reply, 
„No reason except that the law requires it.” 

The facts of the case are that H the con- 
sumer desires to eat butterine, margarine, 
or oleomargarine as one of those three prod- 
ucts a tax of only one-fourth cent per pound 
is required. When he ie ashamed to eat it 
in its true guise or wants to palm R off on 
his guests as butter, then, and then only, is 
he required to pay the tax of 10 cents per 
pound that is fixed on butterine, margarine, 
and oleomargarine when colored in imitation 
of butter. 

The coloring added to the fatty composi- 
tions is not essential to their palatability 
nor yet to their nutritive qualities, It is 
only put there to fill man’s vain desires to 
appear prosperous before himself, his neigh- 
bors, and his guests. The answer that Dr. 
Evans gave is correct in so far as it goes, but 
it goes just far enough to be an injustice to 
the dairy farmer. The whole cleomergarine 
question is Handled, and always has been 
handled, in such a manner as to givea wrong 
impression to the consumer. 

An advertisement of margarine which re- 
cently appeared in Chicago carried the argu- 
ment “churned in cream from our own 
dairies.” That ad is possibly true, though 
certainly misleading, and serves just the 
purpose desired by the advertiser. A casual 
reader gathers the Impression that cream 
ig the base of margarine and related prod- 
ucts, while as a matter of fact the by-producis 
of the beef industry are simply “ churned in 
cream,” not “from cream or out of 
cream.” The name butterine serves the

It was not long before she gave him scan- 


da lous cause to separate from her, and once 
abandoned. she went the way of a woman of 
her sort. As the chere amie of various men 
she visited many European capitals, and 


tales of her escapades came back to shock 


the fashionable London society she had left. 

She was not without friends and admirers 
there. Horace Walpole was one of these and 
he frequently mentions her and her doings 
in his letters to his correspondents. She had 
the writing craze, but this, like her amateur 
acting, was a part of. her vanity and her 
talent in these directtons was a thin one, 
which if it had not been backed by her beauty 
arid her boldness as well as by the pdsition 
of her family would have attracted no at- 
tention. | 

She wrote plays, novels, verses, epilogues, 
and prelogues for the stage. She was beau- 
tiful, intensely egotistical, unscrupulous, and 
arrogant. 

Finally she contracted an alliance with the 
Margrave of Auspach, thus displacing the 


‘her father she answered that she had lived 
all her life in his company, but could al- 
most count the occasions of actually meet- 
ing him upon her fingers. And yet it is eu- 
rious to remember, considering how rarely 
they met and what a long way off they lived 
‘from one another, the important part the 
Dickens household seemed to play in the early 
life of the little Thackerays. Lady Ritchie 
writes: | 

I have a letter dated Devonshire Terrace, Sun- 
Gay, the tb of January, 1848, which I am glad to 
have. It concerns a criticism—most probably that 
of the Christmas Carol which my father 80 
greatly admired. It is the letter of one generous 
young mas to another: 

** My dear Thackeray,” it says, Ineed not tell 
you that I have been delighted and cut tenderly to 
the heart by your generousietter. You would never 
have written it if you hed not known how truly and 
heartily I should feel it. I will only say that the 
apirit in which I read. it was worthy of the spirit in 
which you wrote it, and that I believe there is noth- 
ing in the world or out of it to which lam so seng# 
tive as the least mark of such a manly and gallant 


I am eating up the perusal o of Vanity Fair 
until I Shall have done ‘* Dombey.” Believe me, 
my dear fellow, I am very proud of your letter and 
very happy in its recdéipt. It I were to pursue the 
subject I should come out in a style which would De 
full of all sorte of faults but insincerity. 

The first occasion of Lady Ritchie's meet- 
ing Charles Dickens was at the hopse of 
Charles Leslie, a painter for whom Thack- 
eray had a great sympathy and affection. 
On Dec. 31, 1841, Leslie wrote to Washington 
Irving in America: ‘‘ Mr. Dickens tells me 
you urged him to become acquainted with me, 
for which I now send you, by him, my thanks, 
and every good wish of this wishing season.“ 


“T was at the Leslies’ home some ten years 


later that,” writes Lady Ritchie, my sister 
and I first realized Mr. Dickens himeelf. 
though only as a sort of brilliance in the 
room, mysteriously dominant and formless. 
I remember how everybody lighted up when 
he entered.“ 

In Tom Taylors Life of Charles Leslie ”’ 
there is frequent mention of a certain Capt. 
Morgan, of whom Leslie says: It was worth 
going to America if only to make Capt. Mor- 
gan’s acquaintance."’

nois suffrage leaders yesterday for re 

fusing to pay her income tax. She was 
asked the other day to fill out a paper stating 
the amount and sources of her income, Instead, 
she wrote on the official sheet: 

“There was once a seven years’ bitter war 
fought by men and women against the 2 
of a government 3 taxed them without 
giving them any eer in the body which im- 
posed the taxes. e watthword of the struggle 
was ‘Taxation without representation is tyr- 


anny 

The daughters of 1913 are no less loyal to 
that principle than were their sires, and in 
that spirit I decline to aid this government 
which with equal tyranny taxes its women citi- 
sens while denying them representation. This 
violates the_besic principles of all governments 
which derive their just powers from the consent 
of the governed.”

“Dr. Shaws action will result in harm to 
suffrage,” said Mrs. Harriet Taylor Treadwell, 
president of the Chicago Political Equality 
league. “It will create friction, and friction is 
not the means we use in America to get the 
vote. I absolutely disapprove of militant meth- 
ods for the United States; they would only 
create antagonism here. We are getting the 
suffrage rapidly, by sane, reasonable means. 
We will be wise to continue to employ these 
methods.” 

“If suffragistsa will their time getting 
the vote instead of violating the law they will 
not long suffer from taxation without repre- 
sentation,” said Mrs. Grace Wilbur Trout, presi- 
dent of the Pilinols Dqual Suffrage association.

Parents and Sunday school 
teachers cannot be relied on to do all that is 
necessary. The teacher ought to be permitted 
to do this work.” 

Viscount Bryce, in conclusion, said he ap- 
proved of the American contention that wom- 
en made better teachers than men for the 
younger pupils.

—I Special Correspondence. ]—Quaint 
little shoulder capes, which are a curious 
reminder of fifty years back and yet 
somehow made strictly modish by a mod-

Tells of California s Tax System. 


At a special meeting of the taxation com- 
mittee of the City club, Prof. Carl C. Plehn of 
the University of California and adviser to the 
state board of equalization of that state, which 
has charge of the administration of the tax 
system of California, gave an account of the 
recent reforms of that system. Prof. Plehn 
explained that the main feature of this re- 
form was the separation of state from local 
taxation as to sources of revenue, property 


in general being released from state taxes 
and state revenues being raised solely from 
the taxation of public utilities. He stated 
that since these reforms were inaugurated in 
1910, California has had no state tax and 
through the gain in the efficiency of the tax 
System the public utilities are now taxed as 
heavily as other property. The immediate in- 
crease in the burden on public utilities which 
resulted was about $4,500,000, and the ordi- 
Mary taxpayer was relieved to the extent of 
about three-fourths of this amount.

By caprices 
I moan the harmless petty things which women 
always insist upon doing against their hus- 
band’s wishes. It is only by showing some 
capriciousness that a wife can maintain any 
considerable influence over her husband. Im- 
mediately she becomes tame and submissive 
and never wants to go against her husband's 
will he goes off to find amusements and attrac- 
tions elsewhere. 

“A woman's capriciousness is really the as- 
sertion of the instinct of self-preservation: She 
refuses to beceme the toy and slave of, man— 
as man too often imagines she should de.“

In order to avoid left-overs, the article ad- 
vises a small family to cut a shoulder in two 
and hang the knuckle half for a few days 
longer, when it will be “more tender and of 
better flavor than when it is eaten freshly 
killed.”

ROAST MUTTON—*“ The blade bone half of 
the shoulder should be roasted and served with 
browned potatoes, and an extra vegetable, such 
as brussels sprouts or stewed Spanish onions, 
and, red currant jelly and gravy should be 
handed as accompaniments.” 

BOILED MUTTON — “The knuckle half 
should be cooked by plunging it into boiling 
water at a temperature between 200 and 212 
degrees Fahrenheit, so that no bubble appear 
during the whole of the time the meat is being 
cooked. By allowing from two hours to two 
and a half hours, according to the size of the 
joint, the meat will be beautifully tender and 
of full flavor.

At night, if 
the liquor be strained off and left till the next 
day, it can be freed from fat and sediment and 
used as a foundation stock for soup,’ which 
can be varied according to taste.

Packing Concern’s Gross Bus- 
iness for Fiscal Year Close 
to 8400, 000.000. 


EARNS OVER 12 PER CENT, 


Turnover Largest in History of 
Company; Exceeds That of 
Four Railroads. 


Gross sales of Swift & Co for the com- 
pany’s last fiscal year ended Sept. 27, 1913, 
were about $400,000,000, an increase of $100,- 
000,000 over the previous year. The large- 
ness of the gain was due to taking over 
certain properties of the National Packing 
company. The net earnings were $0,250,000, 
being equal to 12.33 per cent on $75,000,000 
capital stock. This compares with 9 per 
cerit in 1912 and 8.53 per cent in 1911. 

The gross turnover of $400,000,000 was the 
largest in the company's history, and ex- 
ceeds the gross income of four western rail - 
road systems, the Atchinson, St. Paul, 
Northwestern, and Burlington combined. 
Their gross operating revenue for the last 
fiscal year was $388,300,714. With the 
Alton added, its gross being $14,585,722, 
the five systems slightly exceed Swift & 
Co. 's operations. 

The net income of the railroads was, how- 
ever $74,400,000. The profits of the packing 


‘company were about 2.31 cents on each dol- 


lar of gross business.

The bonds have been underwritten by 
the First Trust and Savings bank, the Illinois 
Trust and Savings bank, the Continental 
and Commercial Savings bank, the Mer- 
chants’ Loan and Trust company, the Fort 
Dearborn National bank, and the American 
Exchange National Bank of New York.

S A Jan. „ e Ae erroneous 
seems to prevail as regards conditions 
rket for Southern Pacific stock. It is 
quite commonly believed, for instance, that it will 
take ‘a long time for the new stock formerly in 
the treasury of the Union Pacific to find a perma- 
nent lodging place, and that a large portion of 
this stock still overhangs the market. Ot course 
the stock was sold, technically speaking, when the 
underwriting syndicate took charge of the sale, 
but it was not “ consumed in the sense that it 
had gone into investors’ hands. 

* ia interesting to learn, therefore, that more 

$20,000 shares of the total of 883,000 have 
pan sold and paid for in full. About 6,000 shares 
are represented by subscription rights on which 
an installment of 25 per cent has been paid. The 
extent to which the public has taken the stock 
may be indicated by the fact that only 200,000 
shares remain unconverted from the original cer- 
tificates, Inasmuch as the Union Pacific stock 
holder was not allowed to convert the certificates, 
it would appear as if fully three-quarters of this 
huge b of stock has found an entirely new 
set of owners. ' 

The stock books of the Southern Pacific com- 
pany present a graphic record of what has beep 
going on in the way of manufacturing of new 
stockhoMers. On July 1 last the total stockhold- 
ers of the company was 17,000. Since the sale the 
number has increased to about 28,000. 


— 
It it be presumed that the strength of Chicago 
and Northwestern ig an indication of a broad 
tendehcy the recovery in the price of this stock 
may be significant. There Ms been no especial 
reason for the decline in Northwestern as in the 
case of Américan Telephone, American Sugar, and 
even Pennayivania.- The decline was caused ap- 
parently by the general attitude of investors 
towards railroad stocks. When it is reniembered 
that the dribbling liquidation in the high grade 
investment stocks was the most disconcerting 
feature of the stock market last fall it will be 
realized that signs of a change in this direction 
might be considered not without its importance. 
A better demand for this class of stock has, in- 
deed, been quite a feature of the recent market 
improvement. Some observers think that the 
trend of prices is more plainly revealed in these 


— * 


quarters than in the ‘speculative igsues, just asthe 

state of the tide is shown by the rising or falling 

of the waters in the creeks. 
„ 

Considerable interest was aroused by the re 
lication ot the November statements of some of 
the big trunk lines. Poor returns were expected, 
but nothing quite so unfavorable as were made 
by the Pennsylvania and New York Central. The 
latter's decrease of $1,823,000 in gross and $4,890, - 
000 in net for all lines was, indeed, considered 
nothing short of remarkable. Moreover, it is 
known that the conditions which brought about 
this falling off in earnings were even more pro- 
nounced in the month just ended than they were 
in November. 

But while December gross earnings make an 
eveh worse comparison than in November, net 
earnings on the other hand are said to be rela- 
tively better, this change being due to the prac- 
tice of the closest economy. Current earnings 
statements of the eastern roads form something 
of a sharp contrast with those of companies in 
the west and southwest. Apparently business 
depression is not evenly distributed over the coun- 
try. 

— 

Tennessee Copper has been conspicuously strong 
and active during the last few days. It has 
moved up at a time when not only were the other 
copper shares reactfonary, but the list as a whole. 
Much curiosity naturally centers around the 
cause of this special move. There does not seem 
te be &nything In the way of special develop- 
ment to account for it. The apparent demand 
tor the stock is based upon the enlarging busi- 
ness of the company and the prospects. Paying $3 
@ share per annum, the yield at current prices 
ought to be attractive provided the margin be- 
hind the dividend is a reasonable one. 

On Dec. 1 of this year the company paid of 
bonds to the amount of $200,000, which brought 
the bonded debts down to $1,000.000. The bond 
lesue stands against the acid plant, which cost 
$2,000,000. Within a reasonably short time it is 
expected that all the bonds will be paid off. It 
is predicted that this year the management ex- 
pects to make enough out of the acid plant alone 
to pay the dividends,

SOUNDS OPTIMISM 


National Chamber of Com- 
merce Symposium Tells 
Conditions. 


EXPORTS SET RECORD. 


U. S. Department Shows Imports 
Are Only Exeeeded by Those 
of Former Year. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 2.—" Any general 
statement as to the condition of manufactur- 
ing throughout the United States at present 
would be both misleading and inaccurate, 
since this condition varies according to the 
locality and the nature of the product.“ says 
a symposium on business conditions issued 
by the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States and compiled by the department of 
statistics on reports of one day—Nov. 2, 1918 
Which were taken to be fairly representa- 
tive. 

“ Throughout the central west, despite the 
drought, there is a general feeling of hope- 
fulness for the future,” the report says. 
This seems to be partly due to the very fine 
prospects of the growing winter wheat and 
to the hope and belief that many of the seri. 
ous political and economic questions that 

have created such disturbances in the past 
are now in a fair way toward solution. 


Mercantile Business Good. 

Throughout the southeast Atlantic states, 
mercantile business is in good volume, and 
this is true in general throughout the west 
aud the south.“ 

The nation’s foreign commerce for 1913 
approximated $4,250,000,000, the department 
of commerce estimates. Of that amount §2,- 
500,000,000 represents exports and $1,750,- 
000,000 imports, making the balance of 
trade in favor of t he United States $750,000,- 
000, which exceeds the record of any previous 
year. 


Exports Establish Record. 

The year's exports were the largest in the 
hietory of the country, while the imports 
are exceeded only by those of 1912, The de- 
cline in imports is attributed in part to re- 
duction in prices of certain articles im- 
ported. 

Increases of food stuffs exported was 
chiefly in wheat, corn, barley, oats, flour, 
bacon, and lard; in manufactures, export 
increases are recorded in automobiles, rail- 
way cars, electric machinery, manufactuers 
of iron and steel, lumber, copper, and min- 
eral oil.
